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Campus  politician  runs  for  council  seat

IPSGA  Director  of  Communications  Jerry 
Richardson  threw  his  hat  into  the  race  for 
Warsaw's  Second  District  Cily  Council  seal 
next  November. 

Jerry  Richardson  is  running  unopposed  in 
the  Democratic  primary  and  will  face  either 
incumbent  Republican  Gene  Brum  fie  Id  or 
Glen  Williams  in  the  general  elections. 
According  to  Jerry's  campaign  manager, 
Cecily  Richardson,  boih  Brumfield  and 
Williams  are  well-known  in  the  Warsaw 
area.  She  expects  the  Republican  primary  lo 
be  a  tight  race. 

Brumfield  is  serving  the  remainder  of 
Russell  Heyde's  term  on  the  city  council. 
Richardson  said  Brumfield  is  experienced 
and  well-known  by  people  in  the  second  dis- 
irici.  The  reasons  for  Heyde's  departure  are 
uncertain,  according  to  Richardson. 

"I  think  [my  chances]  are  good. ..I'm 
going  in  as  an  underdog,  definitely.'' 
Richardson  said.  He  added  he  thought  his 
ability  to  make  himself  familiar  lo  the  people 
of  Warsaw's  second  districi  would  be  a 
determining  factor. 

In  a  press  release  published  on  Feb.  6, 
Richardson  said  he  hopes  to  gain  political 
experience  in  running  for  and  possibly  occu- 
pying the  second  districi  seat. 

Richardson  said  he  also  hopes  to  bring  a 
"fresh  perspective  to  city  politics,  emphasiz- 
ing issues  such  as  rcviialization  of  the  com- 
mercial district  of  the  downtown  area, 
regaining  the  'identity'  of  the  city,  and  the 
environment." 

Cecily  Richardson,  who  is  also  Jerry's 
mother,  said  "The  people  in  Warsaw  are  anx- 
ious for  new  ideas  and  arc  interested  in 
Jerry's  campaign." 

"We  are  getting  a  lot  of  positive  feedback 


and  people  want  to  see  new  blood  in  local 
politics."  she  added. 

Jerry  Richardson  said  he  believes  in  much 
of  what  the  Libertarian  Party  stands  for. 
"Libertarians  are  open  to  social  policy  that  is 
liberal  and  fiscal  policy  which  is  conserva- 
tive and  thai  fits  in  very  closely  with  moder- 
ate Democrats,"  he  said.  Cecily  Richardson 
said  running  as  a  Democrat  made  bctlcr 
political  sense  lhan  on  Ihc  Libertarian  ticket. 
"Jerry's  very  moderate  politically,  but  he  is 
more  aligned  socially  with  the  Democratic 
Parly,"  she  said.  To  ihe  best  of  Cecily 
Richardson's  knowledge  Warsaw  does  not 
have  a  Libertarian  Party. 

Richardson  said  he  wants  to  create  a 
"technology  enterprise  zone"  lo  attract  tech- 
nical and  bio-tech  companies  which  could  be 
productive  in  the  far  future.  "I  would  like  to 
take  a  proactive  stance  instead  of  a  reactive 
stance  when  ii  comes  to  reviializaiion,"  Jerry 
said. 

Richardson's  other  main  planks  in  his 
platform  are  starting  an  environmentally 
friendly  voluntary  curbside  recycling  pro- 
gram and  inhibiting  the  flow  of  drugs  into 
Warsaw  from  urban  areas.  Richardson  said 
he  believes  property  crime  (burglary  or  larce- 
ny) is  directly  related  to  drug  use. 

"If  you  don't  have  a  drug  problem,  you 
don' t  have  a  crime  problem,"  he  said. 

A  registered  Democrat,  Richardson  for- 
mally declared  his  candidacy  on  Friday,  Feb. 
3. 

Richardson  studies  political  science  a( 
IPFW  and  plans  to  graduate  in  May.  He 
graduated  from  Warsaw  High  School  in 
1990. 

Warsaw  voiing  primaries  are  on  May  2. 
Richardson  said  he  is  working  on  getting 
voters  registered  and  familiarizing  himself 
with  the  local  citizens. 

IT  elecied,  Richardson  would  receive 
S4,000  per  year  for  his  four-year  term.

Child  Care  Center  are  underway. 
The  office  of  the  dean  of  studenls, 
SAB,  ihe  Center  for  Returning 
Adults  and  Women,  and  IPSGA 
have  planned,  to  help  furnish  the 
daycare  through  a  campus  toy 
drive,  said  Marian  Zimmerman. 
dean  of  students. 

According  to  Catherine 
Hansman-Ferguson.  director  of 
Ihe  Center  for  Reluming  Adults 
and  Women,  the  sponsors  are 
requesting  gently  used  or  new 
toys,  games,  and  books. 

"Naturally,  ihis  center  needs 
toys,  books  and  games  for  the 
children  to  play  with  while  their 
parents    attend    class,"    said 


Hansman-Ferguson. 

"We  are  looking  for  anything  a 
child  two  years  on  up  would  look 
for,"  said  Zimmerman. 

Drop  orf  sites  for  donalions 
will  be  located  at  four  central 
locations  around  campus, 
Zimmerman  said. 

The  donation  barrels  will  be 
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center  could  also  use  playground 
equipment  and  tricycles. 

"We  already  have  a  swing  sel 
donated."  Zimmerman  said. 
"We're  really  hoping  to  get  things 
started  for  the  child  care  cenler." 


Zimmerman  said  that  anyone 
wishing  lo  donalc  many  items  or 
larger  items  may  conlact  Ihe  dean 
of  students  office  to  arrange  for 
someone  to  pick  up  Ihe  ilcm(s). 

Currently  the  Center  for 
Returning  Adults  and  Women  is 
still  accepting  applications  for 
child  care.  According  to 
Hansman-Ferguson,  about  twenty 
children  have  been  regislered, 
and  the  remainder  of  the  positions 
will  be  filled  on  a  first  come  first 
served  basis.  The  center  can  only 
attend  lo  45  children  at  any  given 
lime. 

Students  are  permitled  lo  leave 
their  children  for  twenly  hours  a 
week  per  child.  Drop-in-care  is 
now  also  available  lo  sludents. 
The  rcgisiration  fee  is  still  ten 
dollars  per  child. 

The  center  will  be  open 
Monday  through  Thursday  from  7 
a.m.  lo  10:30  p.m.  and  from  7 
a.m.to  5  pmon  Friday. 

A  director  for  die  cenler  has 
noi  yet  been  hired,  but  according 
to  Hansman  Ferguson,  someone 
will  be  hired  this  summer.

Legalizing  fireworks 
will  bring  income  here 


If  the  bill  now  in  ihc  Senate 
passes,  residents  of  Indiana  over  the 
age  of  18  may  be  able  10  buy  fire- 
works anytime  this  summer. 

I  in-  measure  was  inserted  into  a 
bill  whieh  previously  dealt  with 
licensing  termite  inspectors. 

Opponents  of  the  bill  say  thai 
fireworks  pose  safety  hazards. 

What  lawmakers  fail  10  com- 
ment on  is  the  current  situation  in 
Indiana  regarding  fireworks. 

Al  present  Indiana  residents 
drive  to  neighboring  states  to  buy 
fireworks,  arid  then  come  back  to 
Indiana  and  use  them.  Residents 
have  generally  not  been  deterred  by 
laws  prohibiting  ibis  practice. 

The  current  laws  concerning 
fireworks  in  Indiana  take  business 
away  from  this  stale,  and  send  it  to 
neighboring  states.  The  fireworks 
sale  bams  which  sprout  up  just  over 
the  border  attest  to  this. 

Why  continue  sending  Indiana 
money  across  the  border?  If  this  bill 
goes  through,  residents  will  be  able 
to  buy  their  fireworks  right  here  in 
Indiana,  generating  income  for 
Indiana  vendors. 

Those  legislators  who  arc 
dwelling  on  the  issue  of  safely  arc 
missing  the  point.  Indiana  residents 
can  buy  fireworks  here,  but  only 
during  the  Fourth  of  July  and  New 


Years  season.  If  they  buy  them  here 
then  they  use  them  here,  even  if 
they  sign  a  waiver  that  says  they 
won't.  They  have  been  using  them 
for  years,  and  will  continue  to  use 
them. 

Those  that  arc  concerned  about 
safely  should  realize  they  will  be 
belter  able  to  regulate  the  use  of 
fireworks  if  they  make  ihem  legal. 
Currently  all  police  can  do  is  tell 
people  not  to  use  them. 

Al  the  moment,  the  bill's  future 
is  uncertain.  If  Senate  President  Pro 
Tempore  Robert  Ganon  decides  the 
measure  is  related  to  agriculture, 
the  original  topic  of  ihc  bill,  the  bill 
will  most  likely  be  sent  to  cormnii- 
tee. 

If  the  bill  is  sent  to  committee 
who  knows  when  it  will  resurface, 
maybe  never.  If  the  bill  docs  get 
buried,  the  issue  certainly  has  not 
died.  As  long  as  Indiana  residents 
buy  and  use  fireworks  it  is  relevant. 

Lawmakers  in  the  House  and 
Senate  need  to  realize  this  and 
make  sure  the  issue  of  fireworks  is 
considered,  whether  in  this  bill  or 
another.  Until  then,  Indiana  will 
continue  to  lose  revenue  to  border- 
ing stales  and  residents  will  contin- 
ue to  use  fireworks,  illegally  and 
unregulated.  Is  this  really  what  we

Openness  at  work  important 


Whether  you  like  it  or  not," 
work  is  a  major  part  of  your  life. 
You  are  there  for  forty  hours  a 
week,  or  more,  and  you  deal 
with  these  same  people  on  a 
day-io-day  basis.  With  lhai  in 
mind,  how  important  is  it  lhat 
your  employer  and  your  co- 
workers know  your  sexual  ori- 
entation? I  think  it  is  very 
important. 

Although  wc  might  say  we 
make  a  conscious  effort  to  sepa- 
rate our  work  from  our  home 
life,  can  we  really  do  that? 
When  you  have  a  fight  with 


want  to  talk  about  your  relation- 
ship at  work,  whether  that  dis- 
cussion is  positive  or  negative. 
But  some  gay  people  think  that 
this  cannot  be  done  because  of 
the  nature  of  their  relationship. 
To  some  extent  they  are  right. 

Coming  out  at  work  is  condi- 
tional. Do  so  only  if  the  condi- 
tions are  right.  For  instance,  I 
sell  women's  shoes  in  a  better 
department  store.  Since  there 
are  some  stereotypes  that  sug- 
gest I.  as  a  gay  man,  should 
work  in  retail  because  of  my 
innate  fashion  sense,  it  is  better 
for  me  to  be  out.  I  literally  have 
women  lining  up  and  waiting 
for  my  assistance.  Being  on 
commission,  I  benefit  from 
being  open  about  myself. 

Being  out  at  work  has  been 
one  of  the  most  satisfying 
aspects  about  my  job.  I  have 
worked  in  other  atmospheres 
that  did  not  allow  me  to  be  so 
open  and  it  caused  me  great 


stress. 

Now  the  question  I  am  start 
ing  lo  ask  myself  is,  "Should  I 
be  this  open  once  I  enter  the  real 
world?"  Well.  I'd  like  to  think 
so.  Bui  I  know  1  have  lo  handle 
it  differently.  At  my  current  job, 
being  gay  was  almost  a  require- 
ment. I  was  able  lo  be  gay  from 
the  start.  But  in  many  other 
jobs,  being  gay  can  stifle  your 
career.  You  may  not  be  fired, 
but  you  may  never  be  promoted 
either.  Take  caution. 

I  have  a  friend  who  thinks 
that  the  best  way  to  handle  the 
situation  is  to  get  hired,  do  the 
best  job  you  can,  prove  you  arc 
an  asset  to  the  company  and 
then,  if  you  feel  comfortable, 
come  out  lo  those  you  tnisl  al 
work.  I  totally  agree  with  ihis. 
Who  are  wc  kidding?  In  a  per- 
fect world,  wc  could  all  be  out 
24  hours  a  day,  seven  days  a 
week  without  any  worries  aboul 
discrimination.  But  until  every 
company  adds  sexual  orienta- 
tion to  their  discrimination 
clauses,  we  cannot  all  be 
assured  that  coming  out  will  not 
be  harmful  to  our  careers. 

If  you  are  worried  that  your 
gay  life  will  interfere  with  your 
work  life,  ask  about  discrimina- 
tion when  you  look  for  employ- 
ment. "Am  I  as  a  homosexual 
protected  from  discrimination?" 
The  companies  which  are  gay 
friendly  deserve  to  have  you 
work  for  them. 

If  you  arc  currently  in  a  job 
thai  does  not  have  a  sexual  ori- 
entation clause,  sec  how  hard  it 
would  be  lo  have  one  added. 
Ask  around,  you  may  find  that 
you  have  more  people  on  your 
side  than  you  think.  Hopefully 
your  employer  will  listen  lo 
your  voices  and  make  that 
change.
